DOUBT AND UNCERTAINTY. | 
Lowpon, April 20.—The week closes with the

The belief that Prince Bismarck has contrived a 
form of invitation removing all objections and 
soothing all susceptibilities seemed to be cor- 
roborated by news from Vienna that the par- 
lismentary business of the Austro-Hungarian 
Government was being pushed forward 
iu order to set Count Andrassy at 
liberty to attend the Congress, and in the 
suggestion that the Powers should meet 
to consider how, in consequence of the facts 
which occasioned the Treaty of San Stefano, 
the treaties of 18860 and 1871 should be medi- 
fied had, it was hoped, been found—a 
tian at once of the subsisting authority of the 
treaties for which England contended, aud the 


claim of Russia that her achievements in tho 


late war should be respected. But, as the 
Times states, however hopeful such suggestions

attracts much attention. A Vienna dispatch

givings as capable of introducing a disturbing — 
element into the negotiations. Whatever may 
be the course of the crisis, and whatever may 
have so suddenly determined its final issue, the 
removal of Ahmed Vefik Effendi is 
sufficient to indicate the charaeter of 
the change. It would nevertheless 
perhaps be premature to say that Russian in- 


fluence bas now become paramount in the Cab- 


inet. It rather looks as if the object of the 
change had been to 
CHECK THE TWO EXTREME TENDENCIES, 

and at the same time the friction thereby caused 
between them in the Cabinet. The decision of 
the struggle between England and Russia for 
influence in Constantinople has thus apparently 
been postponed. The relative position of the two 
can scarcely be said to remain unaltered, since 
with Ahmed Vefik Effendi as Premier England 
had the key of the influence in the Cabinet, and 
were thus as it were in possession. Now, how- 


ever, thie security is in a great measure gone, 


while there there 1s some danger that tf in their 
endeavor to prevent a coilision the new Minis- 
try should make some concessions to Russia, 
the British Embassy may be the last to know 
thereof. A far wider field is thus opened to 
suspicion and misunderstandings, and conse- 
quently to accidents. 

A Pera correspondent, writing on the military 
situation at the Turkish Capital, says although 
many things warrant the supposition that the 
Turks would fight to keep the Russians out of 
Constantinople, they have not distinctly m 
up their minds to do so, but, admitting the 
theoretical intention on the part of the Turks 
to resist Russian occupation, it does not appear 
that the 90,000 Ottoman soldiers around’ 
the Capitel are an insuperable barrier 
to surprise. The Russians know very well 
that if they wait to make a coup de main until 
war is declared, the chances against them 

WILL BE MUCH HEAVIER 

than if they make it beforehand. They have 
everything at their command, force, money, 
diplomacy, and intrigues. It does not require 
a verv lively imagination to conceive how, when 
Russia has made up her mind that it is neces- 
sary tocome into Constantinople, she will secure 
her prize. 

The restlessness inthe Russian camp is o- 
creasing every day. The temper of the whole 
camp is one of almost irrepressible fret ful ness. 
Anything is better than to sit still rotting in 
filth, dreaming,vainly of home, and watching 
death sowing and reaping, and, according to re- 
ports which I believe to be true, the peaceful 
spirit bas fled from the camp, and the idea of 
war is again welcome. With this spirit abroad, and 
as far as I can learn iu is not confined to the 
less reflective or irresponsible . army, 
it must not be overlooked that the temptations 
to a coup de main are very great.

MORE ROTTENNESS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tridunea, 
Wasutreron, D. C., April 20.—The testimony 
of Maj. Curtis before the Apprupriations Commit- 
tee this forenoon fully corroborated the testimony 
yesterday.

Special Agent Curtis last October cailed the at- 
tention of Collector Arthur tothe fact that some 
of these Clerks had received fees on tuts ac- 
count, and yet these clerks were not removed, 
and two of them have recently been recommended 
by Collector Arthur for promotion, and one actn- 
ally was promoted. The Special Agent states that 
if any of the Collectors had called for the original 
papers in g single case it would have been easy to 
detect these frauds.

ATTORNEYS’ OLAIMS. 
Wasuiretor, D. C., April 20.—Speciai Agent 
Curtis, of the Treasury Department, to-day con- 
tinued his statement before the House Appropria- 
tion Committee in relation to the large number of 
claims for custom drawbacks, claimed by a namber 
of New York lawyers as attorneys for importers. 
He reviewed, at considerable length, a group of 
twelve cases. amounting in the aggregate to 
$42,201, des ted as cases which have 
been adjust bat not paid, and said 
that there was but one case in the group that 
should be paid, and that was the case of H. Pastor 
and others against Barney, amounting to $314. 
He said that the attorneys, upon obtaining access 

the papers, altered them, and that the work was 
eft mostly to Government clerks. He had the 
statement of clerks, acknowledging that they had 
performed services for outside attorneys, and had 
received compensation therefor. 

Mr. Jordon, an attorney. representing a large 
number of claimants, said that the allegations of 
Mr. Curtis were very surprising to him, and he 
asked that time be given to consult other repre- 
sentatives of the claimants in order to determine 
whether or not they should undertake to rebut the 
case of the Government before the Committee, or 
resort to the courts.

BLOODY WORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Covixetron, Fountain Co., Ind., April 20,--The 
terrible week of bloodshed and murder which this 
county hag just passed through draws to a close, 
and now that the men who slew Philip Curzins, John 
Miles, and John Cooper have been drought before 
a court ot competent jurisdiction to answer for 
their crimes, it is &tting that a history 
of the murderers and the events which 
preceded and in a manner led up 
to them should be written, and the guilt of 
blood placed where it belongs. It is a long story, 
but its perusal will amply repay the trouble In- 
volved, for the truth is that the killing of these 
three colored men was 

DELIBERATE MURDER, 
the outcome of a decp-laid piot, rivaling im its 
fiendishness the worst work of the Scbuvikill 
County Mollie Maguires, and having ramifications, 
the end of which has not yet been and possibly 
never will be exposed to public view. 

Nine miles from this city, in a sontnerly direc- 
tion, are situated the Coal Creek mines. Snoddy’s 
Mill is the name of the post-office, and the coal 
district extends overaspace about two miles in 
width by two and a half in length. The operators, 
or owners, of the different mines are Trunkee & 
Pardee, W. P. Rend & Co., Dickenson, English & 
Co., the Fountain Coal Company, and the Indiana 
Block Coal Company. In common with other 
mining districts, this field 

HAS HAD ITS TROUBLES 
between the operators and theiremployes, and just 
a year ago Tur TRIBUEE gave to the publica full 
and exclastve report of the status quo. At that 
time the miners were out on astrike, the ostensi- 
ble reason being the engagement by one mine of an 
objectional ‘* bank boss, and the matter was 
rendered less easy of solation..by a conflict in re- 
gard to wages Which became involved with the 
other issue. At that time there were many Union 
men employed in tha different shafts, and the 
owners combined and 
MADE A DESPERATE EFFORT 

to kill the Union.” To a certain extent they 
were successful, and for many months the mines 
stood idle. At last a coup d'etat was decided 
upon, and this took the form of an importation of 
colored men, mostly from Virginia. As the winter 
approached and the strikers realized the impossi- 
bility of living upon the country much longer, they 
weakened, and in the end the employers carried 
their points, with some modifications. 

As a matter of course the colonization of the 
sovereign State of Indiana by a lot of *‘ niggers’ 

DLD NOT SUIT THB MINERS. 
Furthermore, i: failed to give satisfaction to « 
large number of persons at Coal Creek and 
throughout the county who freeze to the miners’ 
vote for all itis worth—and a little more. The 
ealoon- keepers of Stringtown, Rendtown, Bunker, 
and other collections of houres on the coal-fields, 
mostly old miners, supported the Union men, 
and when the crisis came they felt bad about it.

It 16 
needless to recapitulate the story; suffice it to say 
that on Mondav last nearly all the mines were nom- 
inally at work, although some of them were not 
making much more than half-time.

Whence It Comes and What It Is 
- -Keeping its Color. 


Wherein It Excels Lemont Stone--- 


Legal Proceedings Talked Of. 


There was a rumor on the streets yesterday that 
the action of the Council Building Committee in 
Jetting the stone contract isto be investigated by 
the Grand Jury. It was said that subpcenas were 
out for witnesses, who would be called on to tell 
what was done with $25,000, State’s-Attorney 
Mills was questioned regarding the matter, but he 
hadn't heard anything of such an intention. It may 
be trae, however, that the. County Ring and 
Walker will try to throw dirt on the Aldermen and 
Mayer who voted against his stone; but nothing 
will come of it. 

AS FAR AS THE LEGAL PROCEEDINGS 
under the injunction are concerned, nothing will 
of course be heard of them for acouple of wecks. 
Nobody has any expectation that the Court will 
grant the injunction. The precedents laid down 
by Judge Drummond and Judge Farwell will 
hardly be overruled by any other Judge. Of 
course pending the hearing of the case, nothing 
will be done by the stone contractor in the way of 
beginning the work. He needs that time for those 
necessary preparations which are preliminary to 
beginning the actual labor,

He is also the man 
who designed and built the Gettysburg 
and Antictam monuments, and he is now 
building one for Gen. Wool, at Troy, N. Y. He is 
thoroughly conversant with every description of 
stone whicb enters into the construction of build- 
ings, or is used in art. Another of the principal 
stockholders is the Hinsdaie-Dodge Granite Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Bodwell is the President. He 
ie the proprietor of the celebrated Fox Island 
granite quarries. These two concerns own more 
than one-half the stock of the Company. The 
gentlemen connected with them are thoroughly 
posted as to the qualities, of all materials that 
enter into the construction of buildings, and with 
that knowledge they have takengthis large interest 
in the Bedrord stone quarry, owned 
the Company, because they believe the 
stone to be equal to apy limestone in the 
United States, if not the best. They could not 
afford to be connected in any way with the sale of 
the materia) if it was not of the best quality. Mr. 
D. D. Kimball and Mr. Hinsdale, of this city. are 
also stockholders in small amounts, and both of 
those gentlemen are thoroughly conversant with 
the erection of such buildings as the new City- 
Hall and the kind of material best adapted for the 
purpose. 


‘““ WHAT rome, 
if any, did this Company bring to bear with the 
Council to secure the sale of this stone for the con- 
struction of the City-Hall?”’ 

None whatever. Tue Redford Stone Company 
has no interest in the contract at all. We simply 
sell the stone at our regular prices to the con- 
tractors.

‘*T would also state, continued the General, 
„that the stone in the pilasters. of the Peoria 
Court-House did not come from our quarry. The 
capitals to the pillars in the dome of the State- 
House at Springtield are from our quarry. They 
were cut at the Joliet Penitentiary, and, before 
being shipped to Springfield, were exposed to the 
droppings of dirty water from the eaves of & 
building for more than a year. They were placed 
in position without having been cleaned, which 
accounts for any streaks which may appear in 
then. Streaks may be found on pretty nearly all 
the buildings in Chicago when there has. been a 
dry spell succeeded by rain. But the Bedford stone 
is liable to no more discoloration than any other 
stone of oquely light color, as demonstrated by 
buildings in Bedford, Louisville, Jeffersonville, 
Ind., and other places, which were constructed 
from ten to thirty years ago. 

What about ite capacity to resist the action of 
fre!“ 

That is a quality in which it excels. It has 
been subjected to the severe test of heating to a 
red heat, and then being plunged into iee-water, 
with no perceptible injury to it. This capacity 
to resist the action ef fire might be of great im- 
portance in case of a fire on the opposite side of 
the street, which would 2 perhaps the entire 
front of the City-Hall it built of material easily 
damaged by it. A bank in Greencastle, Ind., 
built of Bedford stone, was burned out inside, and 
the buildings on all sides around it destroyed; but 
it was not found necessary to replace any part of 
its walle with new material in rebuilding. This 
instance fully attests the good qualities of ford 
stone in this respect. 

MR. W. W. BOYINGTON, 
the well-known architect, expressed his views of 
Bedford stone as follows: 

e have studied the character of the stone for 
the last ten or twelve years, and have found it ex- 
ceedingly durable. I used it in a bank building at 
Lafayette, Ind., some seven or eight years ago. 
Previous to that I had been in Indianapolis exam- 
ining the work of some of the earliest stone taken 
from the quarry. I have since examined the same 
stone, besides observing the action of the stone I 
used in the bank building, and all my observations 
of its workings are very much in its favor. I think 
it is superior to anything we have ever had in this 
market. so far as durability is concerned, outside 
of granite, of course, which we haven't had as a 
building material. In these Indiana buildings 
which I observed the stone discolors lees than our 
Lemont limestone. In my observations of Bed- 
ford stone, I have found no signs of disintegration, 
and no change of color except that caused by the 
smoke. That, of course, we must expect in Chi- 
cago. Any light stone here mast smut somewhat. 
but this discoloration of Bedford stone, as far as J 
have noticed, has no indications of disintegration 
about it, while our limestone here disintegrates 
upon short exposure. 

„How will the two kinds of stone harmonize in 
such a building as tne Court-House and City- 
Halli?’ 

I am using Bedford stone now in the main part 
of a building on Indiana avenue, and the difference 
between it and our limestone would have to 

inted out before one could see it. There is a 

ifference, though slight, in the color of the two 
stones, and the difference grows with time. At 
the start the difference 1 hardly perceptible. The 
Bedford, however, maintains its color almost en- 
tarely except where it is exposed to the smoke. 
Then it turns a darker color, but does not become 
yellow, as is the case with the Umestone. The 
eharpness of the detail in the w Bedford 
stone willremain very permanent, while in the 
other it will not.

Mutterings are heard in the air at Wash- 
ington of a genuine big explosion which the 
Tuo managers are preparing as a sequel 
to r Conkiine’s recent flash-in-the- 
pan.

While me Treasury Commission is en-

claim business at the East, a Custom-House 
investigation is quietly going forward in 
Chicago which develops some interesting 
facts in connection with the construction of 
the new Government building in this city. 
It appears that Mugrurr, the stone-con- 
tractor, is an adept in the art of chiseling. 
and that his proficiency in this direction 
has been applied to the Government 
as well as the Buena Vista blocks, Upon 
sixteen chimneys, representing a total cost 
of about 860,000, he bas chiseled out a clear 
profit of $40,000; while in the matter of the 
twenty-four ornamental urns be has charged 
for elaborate carving that never was done, 
whereby urns costing $40 each have been 
put in and paid for at $325 each. There is 


a Commission at work on Mur.uzn’s case

of it. 


It becomes a question of interest how 
long the present critical condition of uncer- 
tainty in and about Constantinople can con- 
tinue without the occurrence of some acci- 
dent.or incident which will light the torch 
of war. Russia would certainly prefer peace 
to war, and the Czar no doubt hopes 
for good results from the active ef- 
forts of Germany to smooth the way 
for the assembly of a Congress; but all this 
takes time, and time begins to be an impor- 
tant feature of the situation.

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The rent is a positive economy, for the pres- 
ent at least. Particularly so since gaudy 
buildings five stones high do not improve

ness-like way and with a determination 
to stop needless expenditures of every kind, 
and to provide accommodations in primary 
schools for every child who wishes to be 
taught, they will do their whole duty.

| should not be driven by the clamor or preju- 


dice of self-appointed critics to make sudden 
or extensive changes, or, in opposition to 
reasonable advice, to persist in errors which 
have already been pointed out. The impor- 
tant things are, first, to make the expenses 
of the current year come within the appro- 
priations; secondly, to place the schools on 
a permanent, economical basis; and, thirdly, 
to give all the children a good common- 
school education. 

The accumulation of facts in the customs- 
frauds investigation increases at a rate which 
more than justifies all that has been said in 
support of the demand for a thorough clean- 
ing-out of the New York Custom-House, the 
seat and centre of the enormous revenue 
robberies, ‘The Treasury Commission has 
ascertained beyond question that the prin- 
cipals in the extended series of bogus-claim 
swindles just brought to view were assisted 
and abetted by some of the clerks in the em- 
ploy of Collector Anrnon, and evidence is 
now brought forward showing that the Col- 
lector himself was strangely, singularly neg- 
ligent, or dull-witted in dealing with the 
claim frauds. His attention being called to 
circumstances of a suspicious character, he 
pooh-poohed the theory of dishonesty, dis- 
couraged an investigation, and expressed the 
opinion that the best thing for the Treasury 
to do was to pay the claims immediately, He 
also refused to take any measures toward the 
suppression of the frauds, and when it was 
shown to him that clerks were receiving reg- 
ular fees for theiriassistance, he not only did 
not remove, but actually promoted some of 
the guilty subordinates to higher positions. 
It is evidence such as this that will compel 
the removal of the present New York officials 
as one of the gratifying results of the Inves- 
tigating Commission’s labors. 

SIX YEARS’ TAXES IN SEVEN AND A 
HALF YEARS. 

Notwithstanding that the legality of what 
are called .‘‘ city certificates " has been dis- 
cussed continuously in this city for several 
years, there are numerous persons having 
deep interests at stake who do not yet un- 
derstand why there should be any contro- 
versy, nor what the controversy is really 
about. 

The City Government is a creation of law. 
It has but little income or revenue except 
from taxation imposed by itself. The organ- 
ization of the Government must of necessity 
precede the exercise of any functions, and, 
until there has been time enough to make 
“assessments, make appropriations, levy 
taxes, and collect the same, the Government 
must exist without any revenue or other 
means except borrowed money or certificates 
with which to pay its.employes’ and officers 
salaries, and otherwise execute and perform 
its functions. It must have Assessors and 
Tax-Oollectors before it can have revenue 
to pay those officers and creditors for their 
services aud supplies. It must have offices, 
and stationery, brick, and iron, and building 
materials, office furniture, light, and fuel, and 
all these must be had before, by any legal 
possibility, it can have the money with 
which to pay forthem. Thus of necessity 
the City Government from the beginning 
has been compelled to incur expenses with- 
out the cash megns from collected revenue 
to pay them. Under the law as it ex- 
isted until 1870 the whole proceeding 
of assessment, appropriation, expenditure, 
and tax-collection was completed within the 
fiscal year ending March 30, and the City 
Government was at the close of each year sub- 
stantially free from all floating debt for the 
current expenses of that year, and it began 
the new fiscal year as it had begun the pre- 
vious one. Occasionally some demagogue 
a and Councils would make a pretense 
of Sconomy by reducing the tax-levy below 
thé rate necessary to meet the appropriations 
they made, and then there was a resort to 
the sale of bonds to fund the deficiency. 
Bonds were also sold to meet the cost of 
public works, such as sewers, tunnels, pub- 
lic buildings, river. and canal improvements, 
school-houses, and’ other works of that gen- 
etal character. In this way there was a 
general growth of the city debt; but the cur- 
rent expenditures were usually met by the 
current taxes, and, the latter being paid 
within the fiscal year, the City Government 
began the succeeding year free from such an 
moumbrance as floating debt.” 

Then came the fire, and, almost simultane- 
ously, the change in the Constitution and the 
Revenue laws. The Legislature, as part of 
its measures of relief to the city in ashes,” 
passed a law extending the time for the pay- 
ment of city taxes on real estate some six 
months or more; the State Revenue law, 
which followed soon after, made this a per- 
manent provision, and the City Government, 
which previously had collected all its taxes 
Within the fiscal year ending March 31, had 
the fiscal year, for sume unwise reason, 
dated back to Jan. 1. The collection of 
taxes on real estate was postponed until 
September following the expiration of the 
year in which the expenses were made. 
Thus the city, instead of having the assess- 
ment, appropriation, tax-levy, and tax-col- 
lections for each year all made within the 
year, and each year’s business wound up 
and settled at the close of each fiscal year, 
is now compelled to carry on all its depart- 
ments from Jan. 1 of each year until Sep- 
tember of the succeeding year, or for twenty- 
one months, without the revenue necessary 
to defray the expenses which during that 
| long interval must be incurred. 

Then came the Supreme Court decisions, 
which, if literally interpreted, mean that, 
from Jan. 1 in each year until Septem- 
ber of the succeeding year, the city can incur 
no liability for the support of its Municipal 
Government, or for any purpose whatever ; 
and that, before employing a workman, a 
bridge-tender,. @ school-testher, fireman, 
clerk, or miending a bridge, repairing a 
sewer, or hiring an = Jan. 1

That 
is the effect of the judicial decisions, as 
claimed by those persons and presses who 
insist that it is the duty of the Municipal 
Government to abandon its existence and

materials to the city. So long as the revenue 


was collected within the year, all this paper 
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| pired. When the interval was broadened 
from nine months to tweuty-one months, 
the use of this kind of paper was necessarily 
éontinued, the amount outstanding equaling 
the whole of one year’s expenditure and nine 
months of the succeeding year. Then arose 
two difficulties: 1, an organized effort of 
tax-skulkers to escape taxation by non-pay- 
ment on technical grounds; and, 2, by the 
cry that the certificates were illegal. The 
form“ of the certificate was declared to 
be illegal. Then the form was changed, and, 
instead of issuing certificates and using the 
money obtained for them to pay current ex- 
penses, certificates payable out of the taxes 
when collected, bearing moderate interest, 
were issued. Then it was said by the tax- 
skulkers that it was illegal to pay interest 
on a debt illegally contracted”; and now there 
is to be another changein the form of the 
certificate proposed, which new form will not 
bear interest. 

All this controversy about the form of the 
certificate is idle pettifogging ; it is a waste 
of words, and a mere quibbling evasion of 
the duty to pay taxes for the support of the 
City Government. If the city have no pow- 
er to hire a man at the rate of a dollar or 
more a day, payable at the end of the montli, 
then it violates the law thirty times a month 
by incurring a liability—a debt—each day. 
It cannot change the fact or the law wheth- 
er the certificate bear interest or not; the 
form of the certificate is wholly imma- 
terial, if it be correct that the city cannot 
lawfully hire an officer, or purchase a foot of 
lumber or a load of brick, until it has in its 
Treasury the cash proceeds of a tax levied 
for that purpose. We do not believe this to 
be the law, nor do we think the Court ever 
intended so to decide ; but the objection to 
the legality of any certificate on the ground 
that it represents, or is evidence of, a debt 
is a substantial objection which applies to 
the certificate itself, and not to the mere 
form. If the certificates of last year were 
illegal, then the illegality can not be cured 
by a change of form or omission of interest. 
This brings us to the exact condition of af- 
fairs. | : 
We have had seven years and a half of gov- 
ernment, seven years and a half of expendi- 
tures, seven years and a half of fire, police, 
schools, and all other service, and we have 
paid but six years’ taxes. That is the whole 
difficulty. The public owe eighteen months’ 
taxes for services received. The public have 
had the benefit of seven years and a half 
government, seven years and a half protec- 
tion of the police and of the Fire Depart- 
ment, seven years and a half of the public 
schools, seven and a half years of the sew- 
ers, seven and a half years’ use of 
the deepened canal, seven and a half 
years’ use of the bridges and tunnels, of gas 
on the streets, and of the streets and side- 
walks, seven and a half years’ city scaveng- 
ing, of Bridewell for their vagrants, of their 
Police Courts, of their parks, seven years 
and a half of interest on the public debt; 
and they have paid but sir years’ tazes. That 
is the substantial trouble in the case, 
and it is one which cannot be cured by the 
issue Of certificates, or tax-fighting, or injunc- 
tions. , 

There are those who have not paid their 
taxes for four, five, or six years. But those 
who have paid have paid but six years’ taxes 
to cover seveh years anda half of municipal 
expenditure. The man who has occupied a 
house seven months and a half and has paid 
but six months' rent knows that the only way 
to catch up is to pay the rent that is due. 
The only cure of all the ‘‘illegality” in the 
city certificates is to pay the taxes for past 
expenditures. There are five millions of 
dollars of unpaid taxes now due; they can 
be paid any day at the Collector's office. 
Every $100 taxes paid now renders the issue 
of certificates to that amount unnecessary. 
The collection of real-estate taxes for 1877 
can be made now and save five months 
of official floundering with certificates 
whose legality is questioned. But this 
is not all. Citizens must not oply. pay the 
taxes of past years, but they must find a way 
to return to the old practice and the old sys- 
tem of paying each year’s taxes within the 
year for which they were levied. The 
eighteen-months-after-due form of payment 
must be discontinued; the taxes, like rents, 
must be paid at the time when they become 
due; and then, and not till then, will the city 
be rescued from its slough of semi-bank- 
ruptcy and perpetual struggle against tax- 
fighters and injunctions to carry on a Gov- 
ernment with scrip that furnishes an apology 
for those public enemies who are laboring to 
destroy all municipal government and turn 
over Chicago to the voluntary rule of the 
Communists. 

THE CITY-HALL CONTRACT. 

Without diséussing here the relative colors 
of the Bedford and Lemont stone, and let- 
ting that question be determined on its 
merits, there is every indication that the 
award of contracts for the work on the city’s 
portion of the Court-House has been con- 
ducted in an honest and judicious magner. 
The best prima facie evidence of this is to be 
found in the fact that the contracts aggre- 
gate only $729,000, which is less than the 
egst of the stone-work alone on the county’s 
half of the building. This single statement 
pointedly illustrates the difference between 
having the administration of public affairs in 
the hands of honest men, and intrusting 
them to a Ring. ‘The foundation of the 
city’s half of the building will not cost much 
more than one-third as much as the coun. 
ty’s. Harms, the county contractor, has al- 
ready been awarded something like $130, - 
000, and demands more, while the city’s 
work, covering the same ground, will come 
within $55,000. There is a difference of 
$100,000 in the masonry, and nearly as much 
in the iron-work, of the two halves of the 
building. Altogether, the county building, 
of precisely the same size and character as 
the city building, will cost at least $600,000 
more than the city building, and this differ- 
ence represents, not any superior material 
or workmanship, but excessive profits for 
contractors, fees for middlemen, and bribes 
for Commissioners. 

There is not much reason to wonder that 
Ep Watxer, the favorite county contractor, 
should endeavor to use the courts to put a 
stop to the performance of the city con- 
tracts. Ep Waker was naturally excluded 
from an economical basis of public building. 
He has not been accustomed to this sort of 
thing. He is opposed to it. He preférs the 
County Ring methods. Hence he employs 
lawyers and puts somebody forward to ask an 
injunction. The main ground on which an 
injunction is asked is that there has only 
been an appropriation of $150,000 while the 
contracts let amount to $674,000, and that 
these contracts create an indebtedness which

| building-fund, which must be applied on the 
construction of the Court-House as fast as 
the taxes are collected, making in all $750,- 
000, or more than the aggregate of the con- 
tracts that have been let. Even if this were 
not the case, the courts would probably not 
confirm Mr. Walxxn's theory, since it would 
then be to tax the people about 
$750,000 during one year for expenditures 
that would extend over two or three years in 
all probability, or else confine the Common 
Council to the unbusinesslike extrava- 
gant system of contracting for such work as 
the Court-House by piecemeal. The Council 
appropriation of $150,000 is probably all 
that will be expended during the present 
year, and the work will no doubt be allowed 
to go on. 5 
Of course, if Mr. Waker or any of 
the parties with whom he is interested had 
secured the stone-contract on the City-Hall at 
their own terms, they would never have 
thought of brooking, much less asking, an 
interference on the grounds mentioned. As 
the stone-work is to be done at a saving of 
more than $300,000 from what it would have 
cost if the Watxzer and County-Ring gang 
had the fixing of the contract, the people 
will insist that it shall proceed. The Com- 
munistic blatherskite, Frank LAWLER, seems 
to be the only member of the Building Com- 
mittee who is dissatisfied with the proceeding, 
and he would very much like to have the con- 
tract set aside in order to give the MoCar- 
FREY gang of the new Council a hand in the 
matter, hoping that some of the county 
methods might be introduced into the 
city’s portion. But this is another 
excellent reason why the present con- 
tracts should be sustained. So long 
as the contractors themselves are will- 
ing to proceed with the work, knowing 
that only $150,000 have been appropriated 
thus far, and that the city cannot lawfully 
contract any additional debt, no injustice is 
done them. They will probably take good 
care to protect themselves. The opposition, 
therefore, is simply in the interest of disap- 
pointed contractors and blackmailers, en- 
couraged and abetted by certain scalawag 
politicians who would like to assist in the 
formation of a new ring. 


EVOLUTION IN PRACTICAL THINGS. 

Hersest Spencer has applied the theory 
of Evolution much more widely than Darwin, 
with whose name this school of philosophy 
has been more conspicuously associated. In 
a series of articles in the Popular Science 
Monthly under the title of Evolution of 
Ceremonial Government,” this ingenious and 
entertaining writer is tracing the genesis of 
all sorts of things, and following their de- 
velopment into the conditions in which we 
find them to-day. The latest number of this 
series treats of presents and present-making, 
and the history thereof shows the curious in- 
fluences this common practice has exercised, 
and how it has — other practices 
which would im a recognized as hav- 
ing originated in the offering of gifts. 

Making presents is a custom that is traced 
back to the earliest ages, and has been found 
among all peoples. Mr. Spencer analyzes 
the practice into two concomitant influences, 
viz.: (1) gratification at receiving the worth 
of the thing given, and (2) the tacit 
expression of a desire to please, im- 
plied in the offering. It is from 
the latter property that gift-making 
has grown into a ceremony, and led up to 
well-defined customs under other names. In 
some cases, the intrinsic value of the thing 
given disappears altogether, but the propiti- 
atory quality remains. Illustration of this 
is found in the offerings of worthless things 
by the Peruvians to a favorite god, the 
crosses made of pieces of lath that are laid 
at the wayside crucifix in France, and in the 
stick or stone which a retriever-dog fetches 
his master when he fails to finda bird. In 
all these cases there is a common desire to 
please. It is this desire which originally 
prompts voluntary offerings, and from these 
have grown involuntafy offerings that subse- 
quently assume the character of tribute or 
taxation. In primitive tribes the Chief must 
be propitiated, not only by the people at 
large, but by subordinate Chiefs. Thus do- 
nations become not only compulsory, 
but of a various characten The Chief 
is not only propitiated by subordinate 
Officials, but the latter are propitiat- 
ed by the people who seek their inter- 
cession. From this may be traced the origin 
of bribes, which, instead of being a recent 
practice born of corruption, 1s really a sur- 
vival of one of the oldest customs known to 
man; in this case, however, it can scarcely 
be claimed to be the survival of the 
fittest.” So, as involuntary tribute is the 
outgrowth from gift-making, voluntary gift- 
making may again be developed from the in- 
voluntary ; in countries, for instance, where 
tribute has become so oppressive as to ab- 
sorb the entire substance of the subject, 
there is a disposition to resort to propitiat- 
ing the Chief by unexpected presents, in 
order to save something in the future. 


In the earlier stages of presen t-making 
the donations were naturally of a kind most 
easily obtamed by the givers, and tribute 
was paid in corn, food, horses, cattle, gold, 
silver, and whatnot. When currency was 
introduced, this became taxation. Irregu- 
lar presents developed into regular 
tribute in the case of towns and com- 
munities, as well as individuals. In early 
England, a visit of the monarch to 
a town entailed so great an expense that 
„the passing of the Royal family and Court 
was viewed as amisfortune.” The originally 
voluntary gift became an involuntary con- 
tribution, and this was soon commuted by 
the payment of money. The fees paid to 
Courts are due to the same origin. They 
began with presents flesigned to propitiate 
those in power, though subordinates. In 
France, in early times, the Judges received 
spices from those who won a cause; in the 
fourteenth century the spices were con- 
verted into money, and a little later on they 
were recognized as a due. In early Norman 
times, no step could be taken in a suit with- 
out paying a fee for the King’s writ, which 
represented what the monarch had once 
exacted for his judicial interposition. Briacx- 
STONE confirms this view by saying that now 
the Royal writ is a matter of common 
right,” implying that it was formerly a 
matter of Royal favor procured in the 
ususal way of propitiation. Salaries have 
likewise developed from an orign of gift- 
making. The growth of gift-making into 
involuntary tribute, under an absolute rule, 
leads to a universal control of property by 
the Chief, who in turn finds it necessary to 
give back to his dependents and assistants a 
part of his universal acquisition. Thus, in 
Dahomey, no State functionary is paid, but 
every dependent must live on the bounty of 
the King. This was undoubtedly the genesis 
of the largesses granted in the Middle Ages, 
then of the Christmas boxes and the New- 
Year's gratuities that still remain, and finally 


| of fixed salaries. 


Gift-making in its relations to religion has 
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a time when the host was conceived as the 
double of the dead man, requiring food and 
drink. So the early religious offerings were 


ing. Food and drink are left on the graves 
of the dead by the various Indian tribes, by 
the Africans, the ancient Peruvians, Brazil- 
ians, to.; the Esquimaux carry clothes to 
their dead; and so on. The sacrifices 
to the gods or to a. Supreme Be- 
ing were of a similar nature. At first 
such sacrifices were made because they 
were thought to be as useful to the super- 
natural beings as to living persons; then 
they became symbols of obedience and 
worship. And as the present to the tem- 
poral ruler grew into a political revenue, so 
the present to the supernatural grew into 
ecclesiastical revenue. The early ‘‘medicine- 
man,” and afterward the priest, acquired a 
substantial share of the benefit from the 
substantial offerings made to propitiate the 
idols, gods, or Supreme Being. Among the 
Kukis the priest eats the fowl offered to 
pacify an angry deity; in Sumatra the 
sacrifice to the gods was of the particular 
animal which the priest happened to desire 
on that particular day; in Dahomey the 
offerings are removed by the priest; and so 
in Polynesia, Peru, and the ancient States of 
America. Among the Greeks the remains 
of the sacrifice were the priest’s fees, and 
among the Hebrews that which is left of 
the meat-offerings shall be Aanon’s and his 
sons.” From this origin may be traced the 
maintenance of the clergy, the bequests, and 
the church revenues. Indeed, Mr. Srzncer 
would also trace the communion-service of 
bread and wine to the same source. 

Barter, and hence commerce, is similarly 
held to be an outgrowth of gift-making. 
This began ‘by presents passing between 
equals, It was the natural resource for pro- 
pitiating strangers, and travelers who en- 
counter savage tribes find no estimate of 
values among them. A little tobacco or rum 
offered as a present frequently secures a re- 
turn of presents of vastly greater value. 
Later on, when an idea of relative values is 
acquired, this practice of reciprocal gift- 
making grew into barter, and, with a meas- 
ure of values, barter grew into commerce. 
The original practice of gift-makiug is thus 
held to have developed into tribute, taxation, 
fees, salaries, church revenue, and barter, 
though these distinct and ordinary practices 
would rarely be traced so far back. In mak- 
ing out his case, Mr. Spencer gives abundant 
illustrations, drawn from history and travels. 


THE CINCINNATI FESTIVAL. 

The time for the Triennial Musical Festi- 
val at Cincinnati is so near at hand, and the 
Festival itself has attracted so much atten- 
tion among the musical people of Chicago, 
that some description of its general scope 
will be of more than ordinary interest. It 
is to be noted, in the first instance, that no 
Festival before in this country has been so 
handsomely equipped. The preparations 
have been made upon such a scale as to in- 
dicate that the two former Festivals were 
experiments or, we might say, rebearsals. 
With their results and the great impulse 
they gave to music in the West the public is 
familiar. Those results evidentiy impressed 
the people of Cincinnati to such a degree 
that they deemed nothing too good for the 
Triennial. They bring to it, tirst, one of the 
largest and finest music halls in the world, 
mainly through the public sprit and gener- 
osity of Mr. SPRINGER, who paid the money 
and saw his monument built in his lifetime, 
and thus was sure that his purposes would 
not be defeated by litigating heirs, and that 
his money would not be squandered upon 
lawyers. He built the hall, aided by a small 
subscription, and on the first day of the 8 dle 
walked up and paid for his seats; and if any 
person in the great multitude of listeners 
will enjoy this Festival and the spectacle of 
seeing other people happy, it will be Mr. 
Sprincer. Second, by the help of the same 
public benefactor and other citizens, an or- 
gan has been provided, which has been built 
in keeping with the noble structure in which 
it will have a place. In size it outranks any 
organ in this country, not excepting the 
great instrument upon which Boston has 
plumed itself so long, and it is one of the 
five great organs of the world, ranking with 
those in the Albert Hall, London; the 
Charch of St. Sulpice, Paris; the Cathedral 
at Ulm; and St. George's Hall, Liverpool. 
What its tone will be remains to be heard. 
Its case will represent the artistic talent of 
Cincinnati ladies,—the numerous panels that 
adorn it being carved in native woods by the 
lady pupils of the Art-School in that city, 
and each panel being contributed by the lady 
who patiently and skillfully wrought it. The 
organ, therefore, is not alone interesting for 
its musical capabilities, but as a souvenir of 
the fair hands that have toiled to make its 
exterior artistic and comely. Third, the 
music that will be performed at this four 
days’ Festival is worthy of the dignity of 
the occasion. The matinee performances will 
include pleasing selections of the popular 
kind, and yet not one of the numbers 
is out of keeping with the unity of the per- 
formances. The evening concerts will give 
such great works as Hanpex’s masterpiece, 
the Messiah; Liszt's Messe Solenelle,” 
which was written for the thousandth anni- 
versary of the Cathedral of Gran, in Hun- 
gary, and has never yet been heard in this 


country; the larger part of Guiuck’s grand 


opera of ‘‘Alceste”; the great dramatic 
story of Romeo and Juliet”; choruses 
from the Meisterseonger,” and a fragment 
of the Nibelungen Trilogy in selections from 
the ‘‘ Gotterdemmerung”; the Eroica Sym- 
phony of Bxxrnovxx and the colossal Ninth ; 
and the Dedication Ode, composed for the 
occasion by Orro Sonn, the Kapellmeister, 
an analysis ot which has already appeared 
in our columns. To. interpret this music, 
the Festival officers have levied upon 
the best available talent. The so. 
pranos are Mme. Parrennem, the great 
dramatic prima donna, and Mrs. E. Ane 
Oscoop, one of the very few American 
singers who have achieved a great name in 
Europe, who comes across the water from 
England to take part in this Festival, and 
then returns. The altos are Miss Anni 
Louise Cary, whose reputation is national, 
and Miss Emma Cranon, of Cincinnati, and 
Miss Lou Rotiwacen, of Indianapolis, 
who are not strangers to the lyric stage. The 
tenors are Mr. Omartzs Apams and Mr. 
Curistian Fritscn, both of whom are well

THE UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 

The more favorable auspices under which the 
University of Chicago is now brought afresh to 
the notice of our citizens justify its friends in 
asking at least some consideration of the plea 
made in its behalf. The unfortunate complica- 
tions which have wrougat such mischief during 
some years past, to whatever cause due, are An- 
derstood to be now completely out of the way. 
We learn, upon satisfactory testimony, that 
there is perfect harmony inthe present admin- 
istration, and a prospect of gratifying improve- 
ment in all departments of university work. 

THs TRIBUNE is interested in all that con- 
cerns the welfare, the prosperity, and the good 
name of Chicago. To each of these ends per- 
haps nothing serves more efficiently than insti- 
tutions of advanced learning such as it was 
hoped, at the time of its foundation here, the 
University of Chicago would become. Planted 
witbin the limits of the city, and bearing its 
name, it is brought into peculiar relations with 
us, and may be said in some sense to represent 
us as a city in the department of educational 
work to which it belongs. Upon every account, 
the citizens of Chicago must be interested 
in the question how tar they may 
reasonably hope that this Univegsity will 
be of real service in the work of edu®ation, and 
creditably bear the city name. Nor is it too 
much to say that, if it shall appear tifat the in- 
stitution comes before them in a way to justify 
in these respects their confidence, it should bave 
their cordial and generous support. 

We raise no question here as to the wisdom 
or otherwise of placing schools of this grade 
under the especial care of some denomination of 
Christians. It may at least be recognized as 
true that many of our best and most successful 
colleges and universities have grown to their 
present proportions upon a basis of this kind. 
And there is some show of reason in 
what is urged dy the friends of 
this method in education, that institutions are 
more likely to have the fostering best adapted 
to their largest growth and usefulness 
when there is a greater or less num- 

ber of intelligent and conscientious peo- 
ple who feel themselves charged with 
the administration of their affairs. At all 
events, this plan in building up great schools 
has been highly successful in other instances, 
such as Yale, Harvard, and Brown, and there is 
no good reason why it should not be equally 
successful in this. Besides, the connection of 
the University of Chicago with the Baptist de- 
nomination does not seem to be of a 
nature to justify embarrassment or best- 
tation on the part of any one. By the 
terms of its charter the President of the 
University and a majority of tts Trustees 
are to be always Baptists. Beyond this it has 
no distinctive denominational character. There 
is nothing to hinder the election upon its Facul- 
ty of a member of any denomination, or one of 
no denomination; nothing to suggest anv sus- 
picion as to the existence of sectarian teaching 
within its walis. The charter provides, upon 
the contrary, that the tenets of no religious de- 
nomination shall be taught in it; and it has 
therefore been from the first understood that 
no divinity school, of any denomination, could 
be included among the ijepartments embraced 
in its organism. The Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, though for some years located near it, 
was never organically a part of it, and never 
can be. 

The gentleman recently called to the Presi- 
dency of the University, Dr. GaLusHa ANDBER- 
sox, needs no introduction to the people of 
Chicago. Although his residence amongst us 
has been brief, as compared with that of some 
other of the city pastors, he has fully won his 
place among the foremost men of our clergy, 
and, in proportion as he has become known, 
has gained the absolute confidence and esteem 
of ali classes of our citizens. His record in 
his own denomination, both as a minister 
and as an educator, is a brilliant one, and in 
every respect unexceptionable. For some years 
he ms been looked to as one of the compara- 
tively few men suited to fill high and difficult 
posts in educational service, and, when the an- 
nouncement of his election to this Presidency 
was made, responses came from all quarters 
indorsing it as the best possible. Commended 
thus by his own personal merits, as well as by 
the unanimous recognition of those whom he es- 
pecially represents, Dr. ANDERSON has a pecul- 
iar title to a hearing from those whom he may 
address in behalf of the University, whether in 
public or in private. 

Our readers are already informed of the 
terms made with the Company bolding the 
mortgages upon the property of the University. 
A debt of $174,000 is reduced to $100,000. To 
this a floating debt of $35,000 is to be added, 
making a total of $135,000. The plan of the 
President and his Finance Committee made up 
of well-known business men of this city—is to 
raise as rapidly as possible the sum of $400,000; 
the first $100,000 of tais to be used in paying 
the mortgage debt. The floating debt is to be 
provided for in other ways. After the payment 
of the main debt, all money raised will be de- 
voted sacredly to the endowment of chairs in 
the University. 

It may be that the two ams can be carried 
on together. There may be those who will pre- 
fer to give, either money or land, directly for 
endowment. Some wealthy citizen may find it 
well worth while to fully endow some one of 
the Professorships, connecting with it his own 
name. In whatever form it shail be given, there 
can be no doubt that the University should now 
have the active and generous co-operation of the 
friends of good education in Chicago.

information is now borne out by the steps taken 
ee then by the new management, and which 
lee no more room for doubt that the road will be 
epoedily extended toa connection with the present 
terminus of the Soutaern Pacific at or near Fort 
Yuma. The managers of the road have decided 
to build 111 miles of new road at once. The pres- 
ent terminus of the Atchison Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad is at Puedlo. The new extension will 
commence at La Junta, a point sixty-two miles 
cast of Pueblo, from whence it will run to Trini- 
dad, eighty miles southwest of La Junta; thence 
through Raton Pass to Clifton or Red River, which 
is thirty-one miles from Trinidad and fifteen miles 
south of tne New Mexico and Colorado boundary 
line, into New Mexico, or 111 miles from La Jun- 
ta. From this point onward the road will be known 
as the New Mexico & Southern Pacific Railroad, 
for which a charter has lately been secured, and of 
which Mr. W. B. Strong ie the President. The 
charter exempts this Company from all taxation 
for twelve years, and gives it the right to charge 10 
cents per mile per passenger and 15 cents per ton 
per mile on freight until the Company earns 10 per 
cent upon its investment. After that time the 
Legislature will have tne right to fix the rates for 
the Company. The money has been raised not 
only to build the road to Clifton, dat also to 
Las Vegas, an important point 114 miles 
south of Clifton. The new road will be completed 
as far as Trinidad by Dec. 1, 1878, and probably 
before. There wil be a tunnel in Raton Pass 
about three-fifths of a mile long, which will take 
eight or nine months to complete, and which will 

revent the Company from reaching Clifton much 

fore April 1, 1870. After reaching Olifton the 


permit. be optional with the 
Company as to time and speed for completing the 
work, as the money for 225 miles is in hand. The 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, as it is to- 
day, lacks only about 900 miles of a connection

Topeka, & Santa 
Fe have gone to work quietly and 
unostentatiously and commenced the construction 
of another Pacific connection, without asking a 
cent from the Government or any one elee except 
such privileges as are usually accorded to enter- 
prises of such importance and magnitude, which 
will afford to the peovle of this country. and espe- 
cially of the West, all the relief which has been 
promised from Tom Scott's line,

THE ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA 
FE STRIKE. 

Some papers have taken occasion to blame the 
managers of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad for the recent strike on that road. It 
was stated that it had been brought about by a 
reduction in the wages of fltemen and engineers. 
Tue TRIBUNE can say upon authority that no 
reduction in wages had been made or ordered. 
and that the strike was the mort 
senseless and idiotic one ever known. The dim. 
cuitv was provoked by three engineers not in the 
employ of the Company at that time. One of them 
had been discharged for cause; one was caught 
asleep on duty and quit of his own accord, fearing 
that he would be discharged; and the other left 

the service of the Company because he 
difficulty with his conductor and about 
which he refused to ask an investigation. These 
three men stirred up all the trouble in order to 
revenge themselves for imaginary wrong. They 
belonged tothe Brotherhood, and had such in- 
fluence among that body as to induce the mem- 
bers to engagein the strike.

000: ordinary expenditure, £61,094,000, includ- 
ing £500, famine expenditure in Madras. 
The surplus is estimated at £2, 156,000, exclusive 
of £4,555,000 expended in productive works; 
£600,000 is required for Joans to native States. 


The balances in India are reduced by £1,500,000, 


chusing at £13,000,000. It will probably be nec- 
essary to borrow 42.500, 000. The loss on ex- 
change. is estimated at £3,000,000 on an 
amount of £17,000,000 remitted. The opium rey- 
enue is estimated at £6,000,000 net, the Maiwa 
crop being a short one. No additional taxation 
is proposed beyond the measures announved in 
January last, which are calculate to yield to 
the Imperial Treasury in 1878-79 a net amount 
of £1,160,000. The Budget shows that the con- 
dition of the guaranteed railways has greatly 
improved. The net earnings for 1877-78 cover 
all the interests on capital. \The policy of ex- 
tending provincial responsibility\is reaffirmed, 
and its results are declared to be highly satis- 
factory. : 

The Budget is accompanied by an important 
Minute from the Viceroy relative to the active 
prosecution of railways and irrigation works, 
and the prevention of famine through the 
agency of the Local Governments, with ample 
precautionary measures to secure economy and 
financial regularity.

THE TURF. 
PROSPECT OF A NEW TRACK. 

Enough has been written by correspondents and 
others ip these columns to prove that the people of 
Chicago are earnestly desirous of patronizing a 
well-located, well-managed trotting and racing 
park in this city. The interest in horses has 
never been greater than now, and the 
large number of fast roadsters and 
promising trotters proves this beyond per- 
adventure, 80 long as Dexter Park was kept 
up, there was not sufficient prospect of success to 
warrant another adventure in that Hus but, now 
that the city is without any track, there are plenty 
of horsemen who are earnest in consultation and 
action as to the formation of an association which 
shel) butla a trackand conduct trotting sports ina 
manner worthy of the city and the West. 

One serious troub‘e has been to Gx upon a proper 
place for a park, and that is not an easy matter. 
The requisites are, of course, a large body of 
ground (not less than fifty or sixty acres) lying to- 
gether, easily accessible by cars. and on or near 
some pleasant, popular drive. For many reasons 
it ia advisable that this ground should be on 
the Bouth Bide, and if in the neighborhood ef 
the park system so much the better. One day last 
week a reporter of thie paper had his attention 
called to a piece of land @pon Which is centered a 
good deal of attention = now, for the reason 
that itseems one of the t, if not the best, loca- 
tion in this county fora park. This land is between 
Fifty-fifth and Fifty-ninth streets, and between 
the park and the lake. Here is foand cighty acres 
lying in one body, and wits no streets and other im- 

ediments to hinder the laying outofa park. The 

ocation of the ground, with reference to con- 
venience of access, isuoquestuonable. ‘The lilinois 
Central tracks run within 1. 200 feet of the miadie 
of the tract, and a station is already located there. 
A few moments’ ride, with a 10 or 15 
cent fare, would therefore take the 
denger from the centre of the city 
to within a couple of biocks of the park. This 
train service would also. exevellentiy accommodaie 
the people around Twenty-second, Thirty-first, and 
Thirty-ninth streets. Again, the dummy rune 
along the north line of the tract, enabling the 
visitor by that mode of conveyance to get to the 
very gate from any part of the South Side for 10 
cents, N 

But the best featdre of the location. is, after all 
the proximity to the parke and their bedutifo 
drives. The northwest corner of the tract is just 
1. 000 feet from the greenhouses at the corner of 
Fifty-fifth street. The up-town citizen who has 
an equipage at command could ask for nothing 
more beautiful tan a drive down the boulevards 
and through the parks which will take him directly 
to the projected track. Taken as @ whole, with 
reference to — | by rail, street-car, and 
driving, the tract nam has no equal in the city 
or neighborhood. 

The character of the land is satixfactory, and, 
more important than all, the owner is willing to 
dell sixty acres at what is really a fair, or even 
low, figure. With these advantages, if the people 
who have both money and love of sport do not 
take advantage of this opportunity, they hardly de- 
serve to see any trotting. 

The matter of getting possession of this or some 
other tract of land properly located has been un- 
der consultation for some time by a few prominent 
gentlemen, and it is expected that a meeting to 
take action will be called this week. 

MEETINGS ANNOUNCED. 

There has not for years been aseason when the 

lans of the trotung associations ih various parts 
of the country were so late in being formed as the 

resent. Although the time for holding mectings 
— almost arrived, but comparative few of the 
tracks have organized for the campalgu and au- 
nounced their programme; consequently horse- 
men are still in doubt as to What their movements 
will be. 3 

In the Kast there has been a general fall 
down” on the part of the leading associations, 
especially those of New York and Massachusetts, 
on accoynt of the stringent laws in those States 
prohigfting the sale of pools. The anti-pool men 
bad a fairchance to test the matter in New York 
State fast season, and the result was that all the 
arguments in favor of abolishing pool-eeclling 
advanced by them were proved to be fallacious. 
When this matter was under discussion by the 
New York Legisiature in the winter of 1876-'77, 
Tux TRIBUNE reviewed the subject very thorough- 
ly, giving publicity to the arguments advanced on 
both sides, and at that time expressed the opinion 
tat, should the Pool bill become a taw, it would 
work to the disadvantage of tne tracks. This pre- 
diction was verified. At meetings where the law 
was respected the races were devoid of interest, 
and the associations lost money, while at places 
where it wus ignored and pool-selling went on as 
usual (as at Rochester) success was assured. The 
fact that whenever the managers of a track had 
cheek enough to ignore the law, the local authori- 
ties made not the slightest attempt so enforce it, 
showed plainly, enoug® that the sympathy of the 
people was with the ore. 

The disastrous result of last season's venture 
bas y the Eastern tracks somewhat 
chary of starting out on too large a scale this year, 
and in consequence the owners and drivers of fast 
horses snd very little field for the exercise of their 
talents. Already some of the most prominent 
drivers, including Dan Mace and John Murphy, 
have resolved to do most of their trotting in the 
West, and will fit their horses for the campaign in 
this section of the country. Mace, it is unier- 
stood, will go to Cleveland, where Splan and other 
knights of ribbons have al located, and 
it is probable that several other New York profes- 
sionals will follow his mga In eer

Thé sport commences at Londonville the first 
week in June, the other meetings following in the 
order above given. The great meeting in this 
State, however, will be thal at Toledo, which be- 
curs just before that at Cleveland, and at which 
$15, 000 in purses will be offered. The other im- 
portant meetings to be held in the West are those 
at Freeport au Milwaukee. The former occurs 
May 28 to 31, and tnat at Milwaukee June 4 to 7. 
The track at the last-named piace is one of the 
best in the country. and is run by gentlemen whose 
commercial and social standing in the Cream City 
is of the highest.

THE WINNERS OF 1877. 

In view of the fact that the trotting season is at 
band, Tas Trrecne nas prepared for the benefit of 
ite readers a table showing the performances of 
about fifty of the most successfal horses on the 
turf last season, the number of races won and 
lost by them. the amount of money won by each 
animal, and their present records. These facts 
and figures have been compiled from the official 
records, and may be relied upon as being accurate, 
although the amounts won may vary somewhat 
from the truth. This could not be avoided, how- 
ever, as the official records take no account of the 
numerous Wack ups which took place during 
the season, and although the fact that certain 
horses trotted in certain races under a salary is 
pretty well knowa, there are no official documents to 
prove it. Those who read the table carefully. will 
notice that Rarus heads the list as to amount of 
money won, and also has the honor of 
having trotted the fastest heat last 
season,—2:16. The four races which he is 
credited by the record with having lost were the 
ones trotted in California against Goldsmith Maid, 
and it is weil known that he made no effort to win 
these, it being advertised beforehand that they 
were merely hippodromes, The only horse that 
has an unbroken record of victories is the Hartford 
stallion Voltaine, by Peck's Idol, and every one of 
his races was won by honest trotting, and in fast 
time. One conspicuous performer in the list, May 
Bird, has retired from the turf, having been pur- 
chased by Robert Bonner. Itis doubtful if there 
is a horse of her speed in the country that can com- 
pare with her at all ways of going, she being fast 
and game either to wagon, in harness, or under 
saddle. Three young stallionsin the list, Nil Des- 
perandum, Nutwood, and Monroe Chief, make a 
good showing, and are deserving of special men- 
tion. The two former are by Belmont, and have 
by their performances given that horse a promi- 
nent place among trotting sires. Mon- 
roe Chief is by Jim Monroe, and on his 
sire's side is bred the same as 
Nutwood, and Nil Desperandum. It is doubtful 
which of these three horses is the best. Nutwood 
and Nil Desperandum have a little the fastest 
records, but Monroe Chief's best performance, 
2:25, was over Dexter Park, which is a siow track, 
and in a race with a dozen other horses. There is 
little doubt that when in form he can trota fast 
track, such as Cleveland or Rochester, in 2:20. 
Nutwooa’s best performances were in California, 
but they certainly proved him to be one of the best 

oung horses in the country. Nil Desperandum's 
beat record was obtained in a race of which he 
won the frat two heats only, and this fact might 
be taken by some as an indication that he would 
stop a little when closely pressed, but his breed- 
ing and appearance does not warrant any such as- 
sumption. The Boston rses, Comee and Dick 
Swiveller, also show up well in the list of winners. 
The first named is one of the best campaigners in 


_the country, always ready to trot a fast and me 


race, and he was about the only one in the East- 
ern circuit last summer to whom old watch-eyed 
Slow Go was forced to lower his colors. is 
record of 2:19\%, shows that be has speed enough 
tor any party. Dick Swiveller was asensational horse 
in 1876, entering the Central Circuit at Hartfora 
without avy record, and winning the two races in 
which he was engaged with ease. He is by Walkill 
Chief, and consequently half-brother to Great 
Eastern, whose saddle record of 2:15 is the fast- 
est at that way of ae. The Chicago horses 
Sheppard Boy and Jennie Holton, although not fig- 
uring as the winners of extraordinary large 
amounts, did good work, ‘the former trotting twen- 
ty-four races, many of them over half-mile tracks, 
and seldom faled under the skillful piloting of 
Nosey Brown to capture a part of the purse. 
At the Cleveland fall meeting he broke a slate 
in the 2:35 race, and acquired a record of 2:23. 
Jennie Holton was not mauaged in the most judi- 
cious manner. but if the stadle backed her any 
at Utica they must have landed a good stake, 
es she was not fancied dy the ool 
buyers. Another Chicago horse, Bodine. did lit- 
tle last year. having gone amiss early in July after 
a race over Dexter Park, wuien he lost to Little 
Fred. He now looks to be all right, and if he 
stands the preparation will be a good one in the 
fite-for-all this year, providing he has a compe- 
tent driver. It is not everyboay that can drive 
Bodine, aa Charley Green discovered to his sorrow 
in 1874. when he was put up behind the bay geid- 
ing at Hartford and succeeded in getting the flag 
without difficulty. Of the other horses in the list 
much could be said which lack of space prevents. 
Hannis, who stands third in point of winnings. 
was without a record when the season opened. and 
is the only horte that has trotted below 2:20 during a 
first season on the turf. Some horses have per- 
haps been omitted from the list which should have 
been included, but, although it may not be as ex- 
tensive as the owners of horses not mentioned in 
it might desire, it will stil! be found of service to 
those interested in turf affairs.

PEDESTRIANISM. 
ENNIS’ BUFFALO FRAT. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Burra.o, April 20. —Jonn Ennis, of Chicago, 
finished his 400-mile tramp here to-night ten min- 
utes within the prescribed time of 128 hours. The 
scene at the finish was one of the most exciting 
ever seen in Buffalo. at least 5,000 people were 
present, and fourteen policemen were required to 
keep the track clear. Ennis began Monday after- 
noon at 3o'ciock. The first 100 miles were com- 
pleted inside of twenty-four hours. He got about 
six hours’ rest, al] told, but bore ap wonderfuliy 
well.

GENERAL WARRANTS. 
THE LAW AND THE FACTS. 

Mention was made yesterday of the fact that 
Judge McAllister bad discharged from imprison- 
ment in the Bridewella fellow by the name of Carr 
on the ground that his arrest and the proceedings 
in his case had not been according to law, in 
that his name was not mentioned in the 
warrant on which he was arrested. It was also 


stated that the decision was regarded by the police 


authorities as prejudicial to the enforcement of 
justice, and as making it impossible to arrest per - 
sons who had been swindling individuals to whom 
their real names were unknown. An examination 
of the case shows conclusively that the decis- 
ion of Judge McAllister was strictly in accordance 
with the Constitution and the law; that the various 
steps taken by the Justice Court and the Justice 
were igegular from beginning to end; that the 
prisoner was not legally arrested; that the Court 
never had jurisdiction of the case; and that the 
sentence, therefore, was void. 

A baggage-master at the Galena depot saw Carr 
in company with a man named Bailey, and, know- 
ing Carr to be a confidence operator, pointed him 
out to a policeman, Who arrested him. Baily weat 
with another baggage-master to Justice Kaufmann's 
office on Clark street and made a complaint, which 
set forth that,“ being duly ¢worn, he has just and 
reasonable unds to believe that a person who 
will be pointed out to the officer is gouty of violat- 
ing Sec. 98, Chap. 28, page 366, 8S." Where- 
upon a warrant was issued which set forth that 
complaint had been made in writing, under oath, 
by Isaac M. Bailey, that the crime of attempting to 
commit what is known as the confidence game" had 
been committed in this State, and that he had just 
and reasonable grounds to suspect that *‘a person 
whose name was unknown, but who would be 
pointed out to the officer,” was guilty of said 
crime. 

This complaint and warrant was taken to the 
Chicago Avenue Police-Station, where Carr 
been locked up forsome time,—half an hourat 
least. The reason given for locking him up was, 
that he had been in a week or #0 before for robbing 
a house on North avenue. and had jumped his bail, 
he being considered a dangerous character.

The friends of J. M. Brown, the unfortunate 
young man who came to his death the other day 
under such melancholy circumstances, claim that 
tne accounts of his taking-off, as they appeared in 
tue papers at the time, were in many respects incor- 
rect. They believe that he did not intentionally 
commit suicide, but that his death was owing to an 
overdose of opium taken with tae intention of 
drowning hie cares, and not for the cool, delib- 
erate purpose of ending his lide, as has been here - 
tofore stated. The young man was envaged in 
traveling for the boot and shoe house of Cyrus 
Livoy & Co. He had also been traveling fora 
Camden (N. J.) firm, the members ot which dis- 
solved partnership a short time ago, and refused 
to pay him his salary. Previous to his learning of 
this, however, Mr. Libby had furnished him on 
credit witha small amount of goods with which 
he was soins to Fond du Lac to embark in 
business there. He left Chicago and made ar- 
rangements for his wife to foiiow him within a few 
days. Arriving in Fond du Lac, he found tnat the 
man with whom he was to associate himseif in 
business had failed, and that his store was closed. 
Here it was, also, that he founda letter from the 
Camden firm, stating that they had dissolved part- 
nership, and showing him pretty plainly that each 
partner threw the responsibility of paying him on 
the other. Lrown had. in common wita the 
majority of traveling men, been something of a 
drinker, and the receipt of the bad news threw 
him off his balance. Ille took to drink and sold 
the stock Mr. Libby had furnished him for less 
than it was really worth. After partialiy recover- 
ing from the effects of his dissipation, he returned 
to Chicago, arriving nere two weeks ago last dun- 
day morning. But he again took to drinking. He 
had committed what his friends say was the first 
dishbonocavie act of his life, and ne hadn't the 
nerve to go to Libby and make a ciean breast of it. 
ilis troubles so preyed upon his mind that he re- 
sorted to the use of chloral. which was tbe 
means of further unsetiling hie mind. At last he 
bought some gum opium and took it, as his friends 
belle d. witnout knowing anything as tothe effects 
of the drug. It nas deen stated that he mixed it 
with liquor, but this his iriende deny, and say that 
he simply ate it. in the meaniime his wife had 
unde arrangements to send him to the Washingto- 
nian iome temporarily. she found him in a saloon 
on Halsted street, where he bad taken the opium, 
and they went over to the station, where he waitca 
while his wile went over to Justice Mor- 
rixon’s to get the necessary papers to 
admit him to the Home. Brown, after 
going into tne station, took off his overcoat, spread 
it on the floor. pulled a bottle containing a small 
quantity of chilorai out of his pocset, and drank 
tne contents, lay down on the fluor, and in fiiteen 
minutes was a dead man, his wife arriving Just in 
time to witness his death. Hie family are spoken 
of as very respectaple, weli-connected people, 
who, with his friend#m this city, piace no reliance 
in the slatement that he deliberately committed 
suicide, but firmly believe that bis death was owiny 
to ignorance on hie part of the deadly effects of the 
drug which he took into his system.

The good le aroun um t Par a 
pretty spot in the vicinity of North and Calumet 
avenues, are much incensed at what they charac- 
terize the outrageous conduct of their Postmaster. 
To-day no less tban 100 brick dweliings are occupied 
near there. About three months ago the ambitious 
Humboidt- Parkers decided that they should have 
a post-office all to themselves. They accordingly 
drew up a petition to have a Postmaster appointed, 
and about six weeks ago succeeded. The appointee 
was Geo Mugler, an emplove in a frame fac- 
tory on Wabash avenue. The site selected for the 
Post-Office was a nook in the s touching the 
track of the Chicago & Pacific Railroad Company. 
The structure was arather unpretentious frame, 
but was in every way adapted to the requirements 
of the settiement. 

Mr. Mugler saw that the Post-Office was fur- 
nishea. He could not neglect his work down town, 
however, and gave the office over to his brother- 
in-law, Charles Schilis. Schi'ls had worked at 
anything he could getinthe vicinity, it seems, 
prior to his assumption of the honors of Post- 
master. There were ave doubts im the 
minds of the Humboldt-Parkers, 1 r as 

propriety of investing r. Schills 
the charge. He was comeequentiy 
the object of unusual attention from the outset. 
Of late it was noticed that he was rather indus- 
trious. Among other iunovations< introduced by 
him was athin partition dividing the office into 
two sections. It looked queer to the Humboldt- 
Parkers, and when they went to bed at night they 
revolved it in their minds, and they went to sleep 
with it. When they awoke in the morning, how- 
ever, all mystery was cleared away. Postmaster 
Schills had established a saloon in one end of the 
Post-Office, leaving only a space about eight feet 
square for the transaction of the postal business. 
The saloon was in full blast last Sunday, and busi- 
ness is said to have been brisk. It is presumed it 
will be in fail blast. to-day.

THE ROCKWELL CASE. 
A DECISION FOR THE WIFE. 

The hearing of the Rockwell habcas corpus case 
was resumed yesterday morning before Judge 
McAllister, and resulted in a victory for the wife. 
The first witness was Miss Stewart. who wanted to 
amend her testimony in some unimportant particu- 
lars. a | 

MRS. HOWE, 


a cousin of Rockwell, testified that she lived at 


03 Walnut street, in the house occupied by Rock 
welt. She lived in one part of tae house. Rock 
well's family appeared to live well, though Mrs. 
Mitchell and her grandson, Artie Ballard, some 
times complained. Mrs. Rockwell always seemed 
to have enouch, and also the little boy. Witness 
never saw either suffering from want of clothing. 
At the time Mrs. Rockwell left her husband she 
said she could not live with ber husband, as she did 
not love him. She left without the boy. Witness 
advised her to wait until her husbandand boy came 
back, but she said it would do no good: sne had 
done what she could. Witness and her mother had 
charge of the child from the 30th of March, when 
Mre. Rockwell left, to the Sth of April, when she 
returned and got the child. Aconstable came with 
her under pretense of getting ber clothes. Mrs. 
Rock well showed witness twice some undercloth- 
ing and silk dresses which she said Rockwell had 
given her. Mrs. Rockwell never made any special 
complaint against her husband, but said «he did 
not care much for him, and wouldn't kiss him for 
a dollar. 

Richard G. Welch testified that he boarded with 
tne Rockwells last summer, and heard no com- 
plaints. The table was well supplied. better than 
it dught to be, and Mrs. Rockwell was always well 
dreased. 

Mrs. Mary A. Sawver was the next witness. She 
was the mother of Mrs. Howe, and had lived with 
the Rockwelis. Their table was generally good; 
better than their own at times. When Mrs. Rock- 
well left, the 30th of March, she said she did not 
intend to come back for the child. Witness had 
seen several dresses which Mrs. Rockwell said her 
husoand had bought. 

J. M. Beers, a grocer at 760 Lake street, testified 
that Rockwel! bought pretty freely from him the 
last year. and had an account there. The bill was 
over $7 a week. 

EDWARD D. ROCKWELL, 

a brother of Frank Rockwell, testified that he 
called on Mrs. Rockwell since she left her hus- 
band, and she then stated it would be too hu- 
mijiating to go back, —tae matter had gone too far. 
While Rockwell lived at Irving Park witness had 
noticed that Mra. Mitchell was making trouble in 
the family, and witness advised his brother that he 
should get ber out of the family, or there would 
ve trouble. 

Mr. E. W. Case saw the scuffile when Rock- 
welle voy was carried off on the Sthof April. 
Saw Rockwell going down Walnut street with his 
child in hie arms and his wife following. Ballard 
followed and demanded that Rockwell shouid give 
up the oy. holding a pistol at his head at the 
time. Witness took the caild from Kockwell, not 
knowing he was ite father. 

W. C. Hart saw Dailard trying to get Rockwell 
off the hack after Ballard had gotten his child and 
was voing off withit. Witness was determined 
Baliara should not get Kockwell off, and he did 
net. Rockwell said he was going to see where 
they took his caild, and that aroused witness’ sym- 
p th es at once. At the Central Station Rockwe!] 
was ordered to get off the carriage, but witness ex- 
plained the circumstances, and the order was not 
entorced. 

C. W. Castle testified that Rockwell was a good 
artist, and favorabiy Known to the public. Wit⸗ 
ness had engaged tim to paint his wife's picture. 

P. H. Weoster had made a trade with Rockwell 
about $5,000 of Tennessee land, ana had taken 
payment in work. Had confidence in his skill.

then took the stand, and went over the history of 
his married life. His mother-in-law and father- 
in-law had always boarded with him. At one 
time Mr. Talloiaage, his wife's brother. boarded 
with them, and witness allowed his board to go 
toward paying for a house he bought of Tallmadge. 
But in 1877, after paying 81. 000 in thie way, he 
found himself unable to go on with the payments, 
and was obliged to give his house up rather than 
let his family suffer. Witness had suffered a great 
deal of trouble from his mother-in-law, and she 
finally told him she had advised her daughter to 
leave him. He was jealous of his wife, because 
she read some letters from an old lover in such a 
way as to lead him to tnink she cared more for the 
lover than for him. Witness was a little sensitive 
in thie direction. le had made about 30, 000 in 
the past four or five years, and during the last six 
months had spent 3000 or $700 in the house. At 
present he bad on hand $600 worth of cash orders 
to ve fillea. 

In regard to the Stewart trouble, witness said 
Stewart bad formed an animosity to him because 
he had insinuated his wife tolaan untruth. Mra. 
Stewart had told same rumor about bis wanting to 
carry Alma off, and he denied it. A scuifile follow- 
ed, when witness tripped up Stewart and got out 
of the room. The pistel scene was simply as fol- 
lows: He was cleaning his revolver when Misses 
Alma and Jessie Stewart came in, and when they 
saw him they cried out that he was going to shoot 
himself, andranout. He never intended to marry 
Alma or fy his wife out of the way. thougb he ad- 
mitted he had made a fooi of himself by 
asking her to marry bim. He was anxious 
for a reconciliation with tis wife, and 
made repeated overtures in that direction, even 
since she left him. He and his wife had fully dis- 
cussed the Stewart matter, and she had agreed to 
forgive and forget, and they could have been happy 
if it had not been for the mother-in-law. He had 
told the latter to leave the house on one occasion 
when she was interfering, and she had said she 
would have her daughter leave him. Rockwell 
also denied that Stewart had ever thrashed bim. or 
that they had had any aitercation over his abdact- 
ing Alma. He then detailed the trouble ofeApril 
5, and the abdaction of his child, ali of which has 
been already published. 6 

Mr. J. W. Griswold testified that last Angust 
Rockwell purchased $20 or $30 of goods at his es- 
tab!

ago. t affair, in his opinion. was not to 

be treated so lightly as the counsel for Rockwell 

was inclined to treat it. It bore very heavily on 

the case. Mrs. Rockwell stood before the Court 
without a smirch on her character. She 

—— too much to her mother’s interference, 

t she had been in no way apparently recreant to 
her marriage vows, while that could not be said to 
be the case by any means of her husband. But 
the case was io be decided by the laws of nature. 
The child was at present, being only 2 years 
2 N months old, entirely too young to leave its 
mother. 

As — ay the Stewart matter, there was noth- 
ing tending to show that Rockwell was trving to 
get even because be was jeaious of his wife. He 
was blindly infatuated, so that while his wife was 
actually living he proposed to marry another wom- 
an if he couid get a divorce from his wife. 
Ought a court to give a child to sucha man? He 
might turn around and say to hiv wife that he had 

ot the child, and she might go where she pleased. 

f he suffered it was the result of his own act. His 
recreancy to his marriage relations—an incipient 
infidelity—was of such a kind that it 
would leave a wound for a long time 
in bis wife's heart. Such acts always were 
and always would be followed by their just retribu- 
tion. If his wife had told him at once after she 
learned of the Stewart matter that she could not 
live longer with him, no one would have blamed 
herin leaving him. True, she had agreed to be 
reconciled, but could any one forgive and forget 
injuries by agreement? It was not in human 
nature to forget. 

But he wished it to be understood that the de- 
cision was piaced entirely on the ground that by the 
laws of nature the child was too young to be taken 
form its mother's custody. When, however, it 
reached the proper age it would be most certainly 
given into the — of the father. At the same 
time, he wished to say to the mother that, viewing 
the case in any aspect, even though abe had pos- 
session of the child, she would be very miserable 
unless a reconciliation would be effected, and 
every friend of hers ought to advise it. 

Mr. Storrs inquired 1f Mr. Rockwell could see 
his child. 

The Judge said he certainly could at all reason- 
able hours, and that an order would be entered to 
that effect. 

Mrs. Rockwell manifested no surprise or pleas- 
ure at the decision, and left the court-room with 
the little boy, after receiving the congratulations 
of some friends. Rockwell, however, seemed en- 
tirely overcome with the disappointment, and sat 
motioniess, unable to restrain hie tears, until a 
friend came up and led him out. 


CITY CERTIFICATES. 


THE COUNSEL FOR HENRY FULLER, 
appellant in the city certificate case, filed yester- 
day, in the Appellate Court, a brief, most of the 
points in which have already been given, but some 
of which, being in reply to the answer of the de- 
fendant, are summarily given. Defendant averred, 
as a matter of fact, that the city levied city taxes 
onan assessment made by city officers in 1872, 
1873, and 1874, and also thata large amount of 
taxes are duein those years, so levied, and ap- 
plicadle to pay the debts. Counsel claims 
that, as a matter of law, no such 
facts could exist. In August, 1870, the Constitu- 
tion, which required collection of the revenue and 
sale of land for taxes only through general County 
officers, took effect. In January. 1871. a bill was 
prepared to carry out this 8 by a Committee 
of the Senate, with which Mr. H. B. Hurd, the 
reviser of the. statutes, was in consultation. City 
officers interfered and prevented the introduction 
of the bill. Then tne city continued to proceed in 
prohibited methods to collect the taxes and assess 
ments of 1870. In the cases of Webster vs. The 
City of Chicago, and Iills vs. The City of Chicago, 
the action of the city was overruled. The city o- 
cers attempted to use a special act for the collection 
or the taxes of 1871 in 1872, 
after the General LKevenne law. passed 
March 22, 1872, had gone into force. 
in Lucy Smith vs. Chicago ana Andrews vs. 
Tue People, this special act was upset. To levy 
the taxes of 1872, the officers proceeded with the 
machinery of the old charter. In Andrews vs. The 
People it was determined that this machinery had 
veen abolished before the step was taken, and the 
whole asse -sment and levy of that year was ille- 
gal. The city taxes of 1873 were levied under Bill 
300. In The People vs. Otis it was held that it was 
impracticable to collect city taxes under that law. 
The bill was amenced, and the levy for 1874 made 
underit. In Tne en vs. Cooper the Supreme 
Court decided that acts as these were pro- 
hivited by the Constitution. Counsel for the 
plaintiff alleges that the defendants set up in justi- 
tication that taxes levied may be anticinated and 
that the present charter of Chicago 
and revenue law require the antici- 
mation of the revenue by a year. To this i 
s replied by counsel for appellant that there is no 
provision of law for farming, selling, or leasing 
revenues in illinois. but that the collection of 
revenues through the usual machinery may be 
anticipated by voluntary payment to the taxing 
corporation, the tax-payer receiving its quittance 
which, if presented at the proper time to the 
Collector, will ve ereditea as allowed by the Road 
law. Hy that jaw 1t is provided that, after it bas 
been determined what amouut of road-making and 
bridge- building shall be done during the year. it is 
allowable for any tax-payer to do labor or furnish 
material for either of these purposes and to 
receive a Yuucher therefor, 
may de used 
the payment in part 
of his individual road tax, when the time comes 
for the payment of the taxes. No tax, says coun- 
sel for appellant, is regarded by IIlinois lawyers as 
in the Treasury until tae money gets there. It is 
a mere debt or chose in action. The authorities 
quoted are the reports of the Comptroller of Chi- 
cago and the Common Council proceedings, to the 
etlect that tnere are large amounts of back taxes 
for years prior to 1877 which are not yet in the 
Treasury; aleo decision of the Iliinois Supreme 
Court in cases where the delinquent taxpayer has 
been sued in debt for his taxes, and that manner of 
collection has been upheld, thus indicating, it is 
alleged, tnat a tax is not a thing regarded as money 
in the Treasury. but — Which can be 
sued for and recovered. The law, it 
is alleged in conclusion, does not 
require the anticipation of the revenue, bat, on the 
contrary, requires the levy to be made and the 
money to be in tae Treasury substantially before 
the expenditure can begin. 

The theory of counseifor appellant, apparently, 
is that a city should during the first quarter of its 
fiscal year, which would, according to the statute, 
extend from April 1 of 1878 tothe end of June 
of 1578, make its appropriations for the ensuing 
year, commencing April 1. 1879; that in August or 
September it should certify to the County Clerk tie 
amount of money approbrlated; that the collection 
of this apprupriation would begin in December. 
and that it wouid be substantially in the Treasury 
oy April of 1879, when the next fiscal year would 
begin. Assuming that any such theory as this 
is correct, however, it will be necessary 
for the city tochange its fiscal year back to April 
from January, where it now 1s, and also to run for 
one year without any money at all, or else to use 
for its support the money pledged for the payment 
of certificates of indeotedness or warrants, an idea 
not to be contemplated for a moment.

The applications in all the genera! de- 
partments promise to be more numerous than last 
year, or, in fact, than any year 
before. The general exhibition, as 3 e 

ssful e ition of American industry, is already 
a axed fact. It will be particularly 
rich in the exhibition of the processes of manufac- 
ture—more so than ever before known, An en- 
deavor will be made to have a good exhibition of 
woolen manufacture. Furniture dealers promise 
to give an extensive display, and also to show their 

roceszes of manufacture. 
‘ The special features provided by the Exposition 
Company itself will be both generous and attract- 
ive. There will be a collection of antique sculp- 
ture casts, which are now being selected in Europe 
by an agent especiaily sent there for that purpose. 
As to the general picture gallery, it will de as com- 

lete as judgment and good taste can make it. 

he casts will occupy two halle in the art 
department. One room will be occupied by James 
Walker s famous picture of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, which will in charge of ite owner, Col. 
Batchelder, who will deliver a lecture three times 
daily upon this historical painting and the great 
battle which it attempts to describe. Then there 
will be the Chicago and Eastern artists and water- 
color painters who will help to cover the space in 
thy art department. It is also anticipated thata 
very fall exhibition of samples of photography and 
ali that appertains to this art will be given by nome 
and foreign photographers, and stock dealers and 
manofacturers. Ample provision will be made 
for this special branch by the managers. 

The floral department will be made more ofa 
feature hies year. It is at present in good shape 
and promises exceedingly well, and will be superior 
to any exhibition ever ore given. The bioom- 
ing century plant will form nota least interesting 
portion here. 

The Department of Natural History will be 
peculiarly rich in exhibits thisseason. In addition 
io the large contributions by private colleetors in 
this branch, Prof. Ward, of Rochester, N. I. 
promises to send ona first-class collection, em- 
bracing as a central figure his reconstructed 
Siberian mammoth or hairy elephant. This 
monster of a prehistoric age is 16% feet 
high and 26 feet long, and was 
put lately imported from Stuttgart, Germany, by 
the Professor. Then there isa complete skeleton 
of the largest whale, but one, in the world. The 
little creature is but eighty feet long. and is a won- 
derful specimen. It is already put up and in 


shape. 

Mr. Henry M. Rust, of this city, will contribute 
his very extensive archeological collection for the 
Exposition. 

The Board of Managers have appropriated $1, 500 
for an exhibition of live fish. ‘This is to be used 
for the construction of a mammoth aquarium, etc. 
This will be under the direction of Mr. Welscher, 
who is in the employ of the Wisconsin State Fish 
Commission, and amply qualified, by both educa- 
tion and experience, to make the necessary 
preparations. This section will excel in 
variety and detail the exhibition given at the Cen- 
tennial, since it will inclade all varieties of live 
table fish that can ve propagated in all the States 
and Territories of the Union, keeping in view es- 
pecially the East and the West. The tank-room 
will have a length of 150 lineal feet. 

A large pipe-organ is building in Chicago for the 
main hall to be put on exhivition by the manufac- 
turers. There is to be built anew band-house, 
which has been designe by Architect Whitehouse. 
Its plan is very tasty and elegaat. It is to be 
erected upon fluted columns in front of the gal- 
leries, so that it can be seen from ali parts of 
the bouse, and it will be so constructed that 
the sound will be carried evenly in all directions. 
The fire-extinguishing apparatus, as the firemen's 
tournament will occur during the Exposition, will 
form another important feature. Trials of en- 
gines, fire-escapes, etc., are to be given. The 
military band contests will also take place during 
the evenings of the frat week of the Exposition.

The change ie not very great, for, prac- 
tically, these paper dioceses have long existed; and 
the Bishops who have now received territorial titles 
have exercised Episcopal functions as Vicars- 
Apostolic. They will have now more official 
dignity within their own communion, and, 
perhaps, more power over their clergy; but 
thatie all. The new, like the old, Papal aggres- 
sion is a matter of parchment rather than of fact, 
and most of the Scotch have displayed great good 
sense by attending to more practical affairs. A 
mall minority of zealots have, itis true, taken 
the opinion of counsel as to the legality of the 
Papal decree, and they have been advised that it is 
not legal, but also that the application of it can- 
not be punished.

A STRANGE PROPHECY. 


18 THERE TO BE A NEW RELIGION? 

A writer in the Cincinnati Znquirer answers the 
question in the affirmative, and gives the follow- 
ing as bis reasons: 

In the concluding chapter of the Memoirs of 
Count Cavour,” which was published simultane- 
ously in Rome and Geneva last month, the biog- 
rapher (Col. de la Motte-Baudin) describes his 
last interview with the great Italian statesman, 
and mentions a prophecy which acquires a singu- 
lar interest, from the fact that Cavour's social and 
political predictions, which appeared quite as 
strange and far more premature at first, have since 
been fulfilled to the very letter. 

The far-sighted’ Italian foretola the downfall of 
Bonapartism at the time when the ‘‘Second-of- 
December Man stood in the zenith of the political 
beavens; anticipated the now general opinion that 
the temporal power of the Papacy ie untenable by 
fall twenty years, and knew that slavery had 
reached the eleventh hour of its existence a good 
while before Alexander I. was scizec with that fit 
of generosity, and while Dixie was still the fertile 
mother of i’residents. 

Cavour's last sickness was an acgravation of the 
hectic decline, which had wasted his strength for 
some years, and while there was yet a shadow of 
hope he consulted native and foreign physicians, 
and waded through the dismal swamp of patholog- 
ical literatare with restless energy; but when he 
knew that he was booked for the long journey. be 
proved that with the skepticism of bis stoic ances- 
tors he had inherited a share of their fortitude, and 
astonished his friends by his intrepid humor and 
his calm reflections upon the future of the world 
that wae about to dismiss him from its portals, and, 
as he fully believed, withont a return ticket.

But the above quotations may be suffi- 
cient, perhaps more than rufficient, to let us fear 
that Cavour knew what he was talking about. 
The church of his country denounced him as a 
Voltairian and rancorous infidel, but the type of 
his infidelity was generally different from that of 
the French scoffer’s. It was not borne of spite and 
scurrilous irreverence, but of a sublime Deism and 
of ideals which found no room under the roof of an 
Italian church. Love of truth, of course, implies 
that abhorrence of untruth which Johnson calied 
an honest hate, but Cavour never permitted that 
hate to become persona); he knew how to fight er- 
ror without ineulting his erring fellow-men, and 
hever advanced a heterodox opinion if he could 
not back it with reasons which showed that he was 
speaking wifhin the truth, and which enabied oth- 
ers to infer what he might forbear to say. 

Baudin himself was a Liberal, in whose presence 
he might have dropped any conventional mask; 
but his answers—even to what lawyers could call 
leading questions—are they not suggestive under- 
statements of perhaps distressing, but distressing- 
ly undeniable facte’ Is it not true that on all sides, 
and to a degree unparalleled in history, we find 
men and women who are no longer satisfied with 
their old local religion, thirsting for belief, and 
passionately and restlessly seeking for a 
new faith? What elee means that rapid 


though ephemeral success of every new schism, - 


every new subdivision of the countless sects which 
already exist besides the orthodox church, which- 
ever that may be’ Men and women are throwing 
themselves wildly upon every new teacher, in 
their restiess longing for peace, fora refuge from 
the torments of an unsatisfied want: they rush 
forward into vacuum, into absolute non-belief, 
like Stuart Mill and Swinburne, or backward into 
the gloomy but calmer night of Romaniam, like 
Dryden, Dr. Newman, and the Marquis of Buie. 

e have no popular orthodox preacher, —that is 
another undeniable and very suggestive fact— 
either because gifted men become heterodox in 
spite of themselves, or because the cloud of or- 
thodoxy obscures briliiant talents, which me- 
dieval audiences, standing inside of that cloud, 
were perhaps able to see. Our great theological! 
orators are appreciated as orators rather than as 
theologians, and it is very provable that our 
Beechers, Dean Stanleys, and Pere Hyacinths are 
drawing large audiences rather in spite of their 
theology, and would be quite as succeseful if they 
preached on Schliemann’s Mycenæ or the Colorado 
petrifactions. 

The unmixed, unmodified doctrine of the patris- 
tic era has become almost impossible, even in 
Italy and Spain. Even in Southern Europe and 
the remotest corners of our Spanish republics the

The temples, 
oracies, and augurial estabiishments were supported 
men who did not like to deviate from the custom 
of their fathers, and could not „ of 
the augurs, ruspices, etc,, were estimable men, 
whem it would be inhumane if not ungodly to 
starve. The skeptics bad learned the value of 
tolerance by bitter experience and were too giad to 
be left in peace todisturb the peace of others;

light had advanced so far that Cicero wondered 
how two augurs could meet with gravity; and the 
comedian, Terentius, could make his audience 
laugh till they shrieked by mimicking the solemn 
look and occasional foxy leer of a haruspex. 

But there were men and women whe refused to 
join in that laugh, and longed with all their hearts 
for the good old time when people had something 
to believe in, when the basis of human hopes and 
human virtues was. or seemed to be, somethin 
better than a figment. They turned East an 
West, dayward and nightward. in their search of a 
substitute for their lost faith; they strayed into 
Judaism and the old Serapis worship of ancient 
Egypt. The passion of Roman women for Jewish 
rites is one of the complaints of Juvenal, and the 
successful exorciem of a Jewish Rabbi converted 
the Empress Poppwa. Other Oriental religions 
were even more successful; the worship of Mithra 
and Osiris attracted their thousands, and the writ- 
ings of Roman historians are crowded with allu- 
sions to their progress. Apuleius describes the 
Roman women, at the dawn of a winter day, 
breaking the ice of the Tiber to plunge three times 
into its sacred stream with all the enthusiasm of 
our colored Baptists on the banks of the Chatta- 
hoochee, dragging themselves on bleeding knees 
around the feld of Tarquin. offering to undertake 
‘pilgrimages to Egypt to seek the hély water for the 
shrine uf Isis, fondly dreaming that they had heard 
the voice of the ess. 

Even the epiritaalistic abberrations of our cen- 
tury bad a parallel in the mysticism of the Neo- 
Platonists. who held seances d la Katie King. 
substituted preternatural revelations for rational 
science and went into ecstasies about alleged com- 
munications from the spirit world, while philoso- 
phers looked on with good-humored satire, and the 
official miracie-mongers of the established re- 
ligion, with the envy of a trades-union which 
sees ite monopoly endangered—tout comme ches 
nous. 

The signe of that time and ours are appalling alike, 
and Cavour's prediction is, therefore, nothing but 
a legitimate inference from analogies. If the de- 
cay of an old faith coincides with the advent of a 
new, the advent sermons will be preached before 
long, and the ensuing conflict will dwarf that of the 
Reformation. The new Reformadoes will not 
march against italy. but against Palestine; against 
the privciple which the author of Lothair calis 
Semiliam. As Cavour says. for people who, like 
him, can stand aside, it will be decidediy worth 
while seems. 

Those who desire to refresh their memories in 
regard to the historical parallel drawn between the 
last century of oo and the age in which we 
live, will Gnd sufficient material in Lecky's ‘ ‘History 
of European Morals from Augustus to Charle- 
magne,’ and one of the chapters of Renan's 
** Apostles.“ Neither Lecky nor Renan, how- 
ines, look at the situation then and now in the 
ight chosen by Cavour and his commentator. 

James Anthony Froude, the eminent English 
historian, hae sent an elaborate article to the Inter- 
national Review of NewfY ork, containing most re- 
markable statements uapon. the subject of 
science and _ religion. He holde that the 
present state of religious opinion throughout 
the world is extremeiy critical; tbat theo- 
logians no longer speak witl authority; that those 
who uphold orthodoxy cannot agree on what 

und to defend it; that materialism all over 
zurope is'reepectfally listened to when it affirms 
that the claims of revelation cannot be maintained: 
that the existence, of God and of a future state, the 


in of man, the nature of conscience, and the 


distinction between good and evil, are all open 
questions. He says that no serious consequences, 
at least in Engiand and America, are yet outward- 
ly apparent, and that the entire generation at 
present alive may pass away before the inward 
change shows itself in marked external symptoms;

LEO’S ALLOCUTION. 

HE LAMENTS THE’ Loss OF THE TEMPORAL 
DOMINION, BUT HAILS THE NEW scCOTTISH 
EPISCOPATE. 

VepeERABLE BRETHREN: As soon a8 we were 
called, through your suffrages. in the past month; 
to assume the government of the Universal Church. 
and to hold here on earth the place of the Prince 
of Pastors, our Lord Jesus Christ, we felt our- 
seives moved by the greatest’ apprehension and 
fear, on account of that thorough knowledge which 
we experience of our own unworthiness, as well 
as the weakness of our strength to bear 
such a burden, which appeared the greater 
on account of the splendid and illustrious 
fame of our predecessor, Pius IX. He, that 
great pastor of the flock of Christ, always com- 
batting more and more energetically for truth and 
justice,—so exemplarily sustaining the great bur- 
den of the administration of Christianity, —has 
rendered not only this Apostolic Chair more re- 
splendent with his shining virtues, but the entire 
Church with love and vereration. And in the 
same manner as he has surpassed the whole series 
of Roman Pontiffs in the length of his reign, so. 
may we say, he has surpassed all in the public 
testimony of constant sympathy and veneration 
which he experienced. Onthe other hand. our 
hearts were filled with sorrow at the sad condition 
in which we find not only human society, but also 
the Catholic Church, and in an especial manner 
this Apostolic See, violently despoiled of her 
temporai dominions, ana reduced to such a degree 
as to be completely unable to enjoy her full, free, 
and independent power. 

And, although we felt ourselves compelled to 
refuse the great honor offered us, yet with what 
heart could we resist the will of God, which was so 
luminously made known to us thro the har- 
mony of — suffrages, seeking only the welfare 
of the Catholic Church, and succeeding so prompt- 
ly in completing the election of the new Pontiff? 
For this reason. then, did we believe ourselves 
obliged to accept the burden presented to us, in 
obedience to the will of God, in whom we place ai! 
our trust, firmly hoping that He who has clevated 
us to so high a position will give power and vigor 
to our weakness. 

Now, venerable brethren, this being the first 
time that we have addressed you, in your presence 
therefore do we declare that nothing shall be held 
more sacred by us, with the aid of Divine grace. 
than the inviolable preservation of the Catholic 
faith, and the most scrupulous charge of the rights 
of the Church and the Holy Apostolic See, and the 
salvation of all men, heedless of the greatness of 
the fatigues for its accomplishment. 

To the fullülment, then, of this part of our min- 
istry, we confide none the less in your counsel] and 
wisdom, which we desire may never be wanting to 
us, and this we wish you to understand, not by 
way of compliment, but as a solemn declaration of 
our will. For that command, narrated in Holy 
Writ, which God made to Moses, is deeply fixed in 
our minds, who, terrified at the great weight laid 
upon him, sbould call together seventy of the an- 
cients of Ieracl, that they might divide the work 
with him, with whose help and counsel thus to 
overcome the enormous cares of the government of 
the people of Israel. Haviug this example before 
our eves, being called as leaders and governors. 
though unworthily, of the whole of the Christian 
world, we cannot do less than ask in you a help to 
our fatigues, and comfort to our minds, that you 
may hoſd in the Church of God the same position 
as the seventy of Israel. 

Besides, we well know that which is said in the 
sacred Scriptures, that there is safety where 
there is much counsel; also that which the 
Holy Council of Trent attests, that the Sov- 
ereign Pontiff should find assistence in the 
counsel of the Cardinals; we know, finally, 
that St. Bernard cails the Cardinals the assistants 
and counselors of the Sovereign Pontiff: and 
thas we, naving for five and twenty years had the 

ood fortune to form a part of the honors of the 

— College, carry to this throne for you, not 

* ＋ heart full of affection and sympathy, but 

still more the consolation of having, in the exer- 

cise of our duties to the Uburch, companions and 


co-operators in our obligations and sharers in our 


glories and honors. 

Moreever, itis with the greatest pleasure that 
we comaunicate to you, venerable brethren, the 
compiesion of a work, to the glory of our holy re-

responsibility. To any logical mind, there is no 
more difficalty in investing with personality the 
Infinite Power which exists, ana which all recog- 
nize, in or behind this Universe, than in attriout- 
ing its wonderful order to an impersonal, unthink- 
ing ‘* essence.” 

All theologians and philosophers are brought 
face to face with the incomprehensible. and, 
therefore, the undefinable; and all acknowled 
their inability to comprehend or define. No 
dogmatism of the one has ever been more dogmatic 
or unreasonable than the sneers with which Athe- 
ists attack and demolish a point which no one at- 
tempts to defend.
